order. 

While I grant that eggs may be pur 
chased for 24 cents per dozen, few ree 
taurants worthy of the name use storage 
eggs for orders and the prevailing rate 
paid by Chicago restaurant owners is 
over 30 cents. You get 28 to 80 pats of 
butter from a pound, and each pat Stands ; 
the restaurant owner over a cent, Two 
slices of bread also bring this cost up 1% 
cents. This food ifs all served on dishes, 
the breakage cost of- which in the aver 
age restaurant is 30 to 35 per cent per 
year. It takes a fire to cook these eggs, 
and equipment upon which to cook them, | 

It also, strange as it may seem, re 
quires a cook, who in the average place ‘ 
gets $30 to $40 per week; also a table, 
chairs to sit down, checker, cashier, etc. ‘ 
‘The solled dishes cost something to wash. 
The landlord gets at least 10 cents out 
of every dollar taken in. The light com- 
pany, the gas company, even the menu 
is an expense. 

To say nothing of these running ex- 
penses, the cost of equipment for any 
modern lunchroom is $75 per seat and 
the depreciation is 10 per cent per year. 

We have nothing to say about the activ- 

ity or inactivity of Mr. Poole, but we do ‘ 
know restaurants today are making less 
money per volume than almost any other 
industry. Restaurant failures are more ~ 
frequent than in any other line of retail 
merchandising, due to the smal! margin 

of profit upon which they operate. 

One of the biggest chain restaurants ia 
Chicago makes only one-half a cent as 
order. A comparison of raw food costs 
would be grand tf rents were free, equip- 
ment cost nothing, help worked for the 
love of it; then, little Ex-Steno, prices for 
restaurant meals would perhaps satisfy 
even you.

It 
will tend to alienate the sympathy of many per- 
sons of Irish descent in the United States who be- 
fore the Free State agreement were ardent advo- 
cates of an Irish republic, and who even since the 
agreement have been inclined to side with De 
Valera against Collins and his majority. 
The Freeman’s Journal has a long and consistent 
record of vigorous work for the freedom of Ire- 
land and the elimination of abuses by the British. 
That record has been marked by British raids and 
oppression similar to the action just taken by the 
Irish republicans. It has been honest and straight- 
forward in its effort to obtain what it believed to be 
best for the Irish people. It risked its property and 
the lives of its editors in this work in which it 
had the virtually unanimous approval of the south 
of Ireland. At last in the Free State it attained its 
objective. 
Now, just because that objective is not in com- 
plete accord with the views of the Irish minority, 
the republican army faction, the plant of the paper 
is wrecked by violence, its publication is checked 
perhaps for months, and the two other morning 
papers in Dublin have been warned against assist- 
ing a revival of publication, That is not sporting. 
Such an attempt to rule by suppression of free- 
dom of the press or of speech, by Intimidation and 
violence, is contrary to all American ideals. It re- 
|futes the very ideals which the Irish republicans 
claim as their inspiration. It is not a birth pang 
of a new government. It is a symptom of vital 
iliness. It jeopardizes much American belief in the 
soundness of Irish good faith. The action should 
be repudiated and restitution made by the repub- 
lican faction in Ireland. Unless that is done the 
outlook for a self-governing Ireland is dark.
